VOTED PAY RAISE 


Staff Will Receive All 
But 2 Per Cent of Cut; 
Salary Scale Adjusted. 


Fulton county school teachers 

were voted salary increases aggre- 
gating $110,000 for the 1937-38 
school term yesterday. 
This, with the recently restored 
“tenth month” pay, will give the 
teachers a 22 per cent increase, 
which lacks only 2 per cent of re- 
storing 1933 general salary cuts. 
The county board of education, 
adopting recommendation the sal- 
ary revision committee, agreed to 
continue paying teachers on a 10- 
month basis and to place all teach- 
ers, who have taught in Fulton 
school at least three years under 
civil service. 

534 Teachers Elected. 
Following salary scale adjust- 
ments, the board elected 534 
teachers for the year. 

Revenues to meet the increases 
will come from the _ additional 
one-half mill tax levy voted June 
8 and from additional anticipated 
revenue from the state depart- 
ment of education, Superintend- 
ent Jere A. Wells said. Increases 
in 1936 totaled $80,000.

Governor Rivers Is Rushed 
To Los Angeles Hospital 


Georgia: Executive Stricken 
at Catalina; Condition 
Reported Serious.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June, 24. 
Suffering from what doctors 
termed a reaction to his recent 
operation, Governor Rivers was 
stricken today while on a visit to 
Avalon, Catalina Island. He was 
admitted to Cedars of Lebanon 
hospital here. 

Governor Rivers was.rushed in 
an ambulance to a waiting boat at 
the island, and then transferred to 
this city by an ambulance which 
met the boat at the nearest har- 
bor. 

The Governor is under the care 
of Dr. Herbert B. Kennedy, for- 
merly of Atlanta, and Dr. C. 
Coerth. Although not yet com- 
pletely diagnosing his case, the 
physicians described his illness as 
“serious, but not necessarily dan- 
gerous.” 

The Governor’s fllness forced 
cancellation of scheduled trips to 
San Francisco and Omaha. It was 
said he will be brought back to 
Atlanta as soon as his condition 
permits.

THE VALUE OF GOLD 
The place of gold in the world economic 
system is little understood among American 
businessmen generally. Heavy importations of 


the yellow metal and the growing accumula-— 


tion in the United States Treasury has aroused 
widespread criticism by people who believe, 
since the United States demonetized gold, it is 
of no further value, except that small amount 
used in the arts. Latest reports placed the 
amount of gold and silver in the Treasury 
vaults at $12,700,000,000. i 

Gold is the only medium of international 
exchange. While it is no longer the basis of 
domestic currency, it is the unit of value in 
commerce between nations. Without gold a 
country would be unable to do business in the 
marts of world commerce. 

In order to understand the basis of world 
trade, it must be remembered that commerce 
between nations is actually nothing but bar- 
ter. America has been slow to recognize that 
fact and has sought through all her history to 
sell abroad while, by the artificial barriers of 
high tariff, she has shown her reluctance to 


~ buy. 


The high tariff policy has made it difficult 
for the United States to barter with other coun- 
tries by means of ordinary commercial goods. 
The other nations, therefore, sought to increase 
their gold production so they could send this 
universal commodity to America in exchange 
for our cotton or other goods. 

It has been suggested that the United 
States should place a tax on gold importations. 
Nothing could be more ridiculous or disastrous 
to the producers of the commodities we wish 
to export. 

Taking cotton as an example, an import tax 
of 25 per cent on gold would mean it would 
require a larger amount of gold to pay for our 
cotton. 

It must be remembered that prices, both of 
cotton and gold, are set in world markets. This 
country produces only a little more than one- 
third of the world’s coéton and far less than 
that proportion of the world’s gold. The value 
relation of the two commodities is established 
in the international market. 

With the world price for cotton the same in 
all countries, the would-be purchaser would 
find the value of his gold artificially lowered 
if the United States levied an import tax on 
that commodity. That prospective purchaser 
would therefore seek his cotton elsewhere, 
where his gold.-payments would be accepted at 
their full international value. 

A 25 per cent gold import tax would mean 
the buyer would get 25 per cent less cotton, 
unless the American cotton farmer, through 
the cotton exporter, so reduced the price on 
his commodity as to offset the gold value re- 
duction. 

It is not the dollar that dictates the world 
value of commodities. The currency of one 
nation, whether it be dollars, pounds, francs, 
rubles or kopeks, is of no value in any other 
nation. An American cotton farmer could not 
accept German marks for his cotton, because 
German money would be valueless in this 
country. 

It is gold itself which determines the value 
of cotton. It is the number of ounces and 
grains of gold the international markets are 
willing te exchange for a 500-pound bale of 
cotton. That gold value is translated in each 
country into its equivalent in the national cur- 
rency for the convenience of its producers and 
its traders. But it is from the price the gov- 
ernment pays for gold that the international 
markets figure the value in dollars and cents 
of the cotton the American farmer sells. 

The use of gold in regulating this world 
barter may be illustrated by imagining that 
Czechoslovakia sells machinery to Russia to the 
value of $100,000 in United States money. Rus- 
sia offers to pay in gold, but Czechoslovakia 
says: “Never mind shipping the gold to us. 
Ship it to New York. We expect to buy Amer- 
ican cotton.” 

When that Russian gold arrives in New York 
the United States Treasury buys it at $35 an 
ounce. The Treasury check is paid into the 
Federal Reserve Bank at- New York, which in 
turn pays these dollars to the cotton exporter. 
In turn, the cotton exporter buys cotton from 
the southern cotton farmer. That cotton is 
shipped to Czechoslovakia, thus completing the 
international circle of trade. Czechoslovakia 
has traded machinery for cotton, with Russia 
as a go-between nation. 

But, without gold to establish the basis of 
value, the trade would have been impossible. 

Gold is of no value today in domestic busi- 
ness, but in foreign commerce, the bartering of 
commodities between nations, it is essential.

PENSIONS FOR RAIL WORKERS 


Passed by both houses, the Wagner-Crosser 
railroad retirement bill has been signed by the 
President and is now-on the statute books. This 
measure, revising previous laws, takes the place 
of a 1934 statute held to be unconstitutional, 
and is in conformity with an agreement 
reached between the railroads and 21 principal 
railway unions, after a 1935 retirement act had 
resulted in litigation. 


Under the provisions of the new act, railroad 
employes of four groups are affected. These are 
retired workers 65 years of age or older, retired 
workers 60 years of age with 30 years’ service, 
workers 60 years of age permanently disabled 
for regular employment, and workers with 30 
years’ service permanently disabled, regardless 
of age. 

The amount.of pension is computed by mul- 
tiplying the years of service by a figure repre- 
senting 2 per cent of the first $50 of monthly 
compensation, 1 1-2 per cent of the next $100 
and 1 per cent of the next $150. Thus a worker 
65 years of age with 20 years’ service and an 
average monthly salary of $150 would receive a 
monthly pension of $50. 


For workers who count their service prior to 
1937 the maximum pension is $120 a month. 
There is no limit on pensions based on services 
after that date. 

Minimums are provided in some cases. Thus 
an employe 65 years of age or more .with at 
least 20 years’ service will get at least $40 if his 
average monthly compensation was $50 or more. 
If his average compensation was less than $50 
he will get at least 80 per cent of that amount 
as a pension, and if the monthly average was 
less than $20 the pension will equal the average 
monthly wage. 

Workers already retired under private pen- 
sion plans of the various railroads will be takén 
over under the government pension system. 

Death benefits will be allowed equal to 4 per 
cent of the earnings after December 31, 1936, 
less amounts paid to ‘the employe or his widow 
as a pension. 

The pensions will be paid from the federal 
treasury. The money will be provided through 
a tax, divided equally between the workers and 
the railroads, starting this year at 5 1-2 per 
cent of the worker’s income up to $300 per 


month and increasing gradually until it reaches 


7 1-2 per cent by 1949. 

Retirement at 65 is not mandatory by the 
act, but there will be no increase in pension as 
a result of service beyond that age. 

This act takes the place, for railroad work- 
ers, of the old-age pension features of the so- 
cial security laws, which do not apply to people 
in that employment. 


PAYING CASH FOR MISSTEPS 

Captain A. A. Clarke, warden of Fulton 
county’s chain gang, explains a reduction in 
the number of prisoners working out their sen- 
tences by the fact that returning prosperity 
has enabled many, convicted of misdemeanors, 
to pay their fines instead of having to “work

Thus evidence of the spread of better con- 
ditions is found in a new, and little considered, 
quarter. With money in pocket, the man or 
woman who trips over the law and faces the 
city recorder, is able to pay for his misstep in 
cash.

The hungry man or 
woman will ofttimes steal, or break some other 
law, solely because of hunger. It is not rare 
for some homeless, hungry unfortunate to per- 
petrate some minor infraction of the law with 
the sole objective of a sentence to prison, where 
food and shelter, at least, are sure. 

These circumstances point once again to the 
truth of the ancient axiom that, when all men 
and women are content—that is, when the 
longed-for millennium arrives—there will be no 
more need for prisons.

A 
paternal .gavernment provides comfort for its 
meteorologists here and in the other urban cen- 
ters, but much of the valuable storm data comes 
from outlying posts where residence is little fun 
even in periods of calm.

The mind, “adequately in- 
formed,” must be inspired by in- 
formation not only derived of 
man, culled from sources of 
earth, but it must have that knowl- 
edge which comes only by inspi- 
ration of the divine. It must rec- 
ognize not only the brotherhood of 
all mankind, but the fatherhood of 
God. It must be touched with 
that eternal love that lifts the 
earthy sense of neighborliness into 
the heavenly knowledge of uni- 
versal brotherhood. 

Such a mind will realize that 
earthly laws are valueless unless 
inspired by divine laws, that hu- 
man enactments that go contrary 
to the laws of God are foredoomed 
to failure.

A. legless or armless man, a 
paralyzed man, a known lunatic, 
a person totally blind or one who 
has never before sat behind the 
wheel of a car has a legal right to 
pull out into the traffic. in town 
or country, because there happens 
to be no license law on the books. 

The subject is one of particular 
interest at the moment because 
there is a bill up in the legislature 
providing a rather mild form of 
regulation which is about to be 
licked, because of a_ politicians’ 
wrangle over the patronage or 
jobs or graft which the new bu- 
reau would provide. 

It isn’t much of a law to be sure, 
because it gives the superintend- 
ent of highways permission to is- 
sue licenses without examination 
to all applicants who ask for them 
prior to next New Year’s Day. 
That would protect the driving 
privilege of all those who are 
driving now, and, indeed, of all 
others who think they might want 
to drive at some future time, but 
feel bashful about their qualifica- 
tions. It is a typical Illinois law 
designed to do the least possible 
good, while providing the maxi- 
mum number of jobs for poli- 
ticians under the circumstances. 

Originally the bill provided that 
administration of the law should 
be placed in the hands of division 
of highways of the Department of 
Public Works and Buildings. The 
director of Public Works and 
Buildings is Lynden Smith, who 
was Governor Horner’s campaign 
manager in his fight with Ed 
Kelly, the mayor of Chicago, so 
the jobs, under that proposal, 
would be Horner’s jobs to be dis- 
tributed by Mr. Smith. 


Bill Passes The bill carried 
an appropriation 
Lower House (¢ $750,000 to set 
up the bureau, hire special high- 
way police and examiners and so 
fourth, and was passed by the 
lower house of the legislature. 


When it went to the _ senate, 
however, it was amended to turn 
over the new department to the 
secretary of state who is Mr. 
Kelly’s fellow, and the appropria- 
tion was cut to $375,000, just half. 
I did hear why the appropriation 
was reduced, but it is a long story, 
and you need only be assured that 
economy was no part of the rea- 
son. Or more likely, you don’t 
need telling. 

So now the bill is back in the 
house again, and the boys are try- 
ing to get together on a political 
compromise, but the time is short, 
and the probability is that they 
will disagree and leave théir sub- 
jects still unprotected from crazy 
drivers of all kinds,. which would 
be no great hardship, because the 
people are used to the hazards of 
the road. 

However, for the safety of citi- 
zens of other states it might be a 
humane act to point out the back- 
ward states in this respect, “which 
are Illinois, Florida, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
south Dakota and Wyoming. 
When you see a car in traffic 
bearing license tags from one of 
those it is prudent to remember 
that the driver may be an imbe- 
cile, more or less blind, an abso- 
lute novice or otherwise danger- 
ous to life, limb and navigation. 


License Law Wyoming did pass 
In W ° a license law this 
nh Wyoming year, but it was 
disqualified on a_ technicality. 
Georgia, Tennessee and New Mex- 
ico passed valid laws and with- 
grew from the dwindling company 
of the backward states, but un- 
licensed and unqualified drivers 
from Illinois and the seven other 
primitives still have the privilege 
under reciprocal arrangements of 
driving cars in the progressive 
states such as New York, New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut and the rest. 

There is, needless to say, no in- 
dignation among the citizens of 
Illinois. The public, personally, 
does not want to be bothered by 
regulation and the necessity for 
carrying license certificates. And, 
anyway, from long experience, the 
citizens quickly spotted the pro- 
posed act as no attempt to reduce 
the dangers of the road, but mere- 
ly as a bill to provide jobs for 
deserving Democrats administer- 
ing, in the quaint, discriminating 
Illinois manner, a law intended to 
do no public good. 

Even if by some political mira- 
cle the bill should pass, it would 
be well to remember that it 
doesn’t actually compel Illinois 
drivers to take any mental or 
physical test and to give them 
plenty of roadroom wherever the 


Illinois license is seen.

Sourabaya 
gives the appearance of a hus- 
tling up-to-date commercial city 
with a slight flavor of a motion 
picture set. 

The civil landing field is very 
good. We noticed from the air a 
military field near the shore, but 
it was in an area marked “for- 
bidden,” so we did not. venture 
near. We flew down a wide valley 
with mountains on both sides and 
passed tree-lined highways and 
railroads and red-roofed towns 
surrounded by canals and jungle.

Although the act was passed 
February 14, 1935, Georgia uni- 
versities had not complied with 
it, contending its operation would

Expansion of the services of the 
Atlanta social disease hospital 
with funds granted by the United 
States public health service was 
announced yesterday by Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy, city health officer, and 
Councilman J. Frank Beck, chair- 
man of the sanitary and health 
committee of council. 

‘Beck told the committee the 
government health service had 
agreed to give a total of $15,800. 

Of this sum, $7,500 will be used 
in employing additional workers 
at the social disease hospital, en- 
abling the: hospital to hold clinics 
every day and five nights a week.

“The capacity for treating per- 
sons with social diseases will be 
trebled,” Beck said. 

The government fund will also 
provide for employment of an as- 
sistant city health officer and a 
Sanitary engineer, he declared. 

New clinic hours at the hospital, 
which is located at 62 College 
street, will begin July 1, Dr. Ken- 
nedy said.

The hos- 
pital will give treatments from 7 
to 9 o’clock Monday through Fri- 
day nights for those workers who 
are unable to attend daily clinics.

Elementary teacher maxima will 
be increased from $1,300 to $1,700 
for teachers holding a degree. 
Teachers with a two-year college 
certificate the maximum will be 
$1,500; with a three-year certifi- 
cate $1,600. Increases this year will 
be $100 for two-year certificates, 
$150 for three-year certificates, 
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TAX PAID 


and $200 for elementary degree 
teachers. 

An extra $50 increase will be 
allowed elementary degree teach- 
ers who have come into the sys- 
tem during the last five years on 
the minimum salary, but with con- 
siderable prior experience. In no 
event, Superintendent Wells said, 
will an elementary teacher or ele- 
mentary assistant principal be in- 
creased more than $250 a year. 

Salary of principals of elemen- 
tary schools were increased from 
the present minimum of $1,350 to 
$1,600 and the present maximum 
of $2,250 to $2,500 per year. Prin- 
cipals’ salaries will be fixed ac- 
cording to the size of the school. 
Increases will be spread over two 
or three years with no principal 
increased more than $40 this year. 

High school maximum salaries 
will be raised from $2,100 to 
$2,200 per year. High school 
teachers will be increased $100 per 
year. Teachers coming into the 
system during the last five years 
on minimum salary with consider- 
able experience will be increased 
$200 this year. Assistant principals 
of high schools will be increased 
from $2,500 to $2,700 per year, 
and high school principals’ salaries 
will range from $3,000 to $4,250 
| per year. 

Negro teachers’ salaries are in- 
creased in about the same propor- 
tion as whites, beginning at $500 
per year minimum and running to 
$900 per year maximum for prin- 
cipals of larger schools.

They began all over 
again on the next day, and the 
game was finished.” 

At a game played in the Philip- 
pines, we are told that 5,000 peo- 
ple swarmed upon the field to 
congratulate a player on his good 
work. It was an hour be- 
fore the diamond was cleared s0 
the game could go on again. 

Baseball is popular in Austra- 
lia, “the island continent,” and in 
New Zealand. Japan, however, is 
the country outside our continent 
where it has won most favor.

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CLEVELAND, . June 24.—(AP)— 
The text of a statement by the steel 
mediation board proposing a settle- 
ment of the Great’Lakes steel strike 
follows: 

“The strikes in the steel indus- 
try began May 26. Our. board 
was appointed June 17 and held 
its first meeting in Cleveland 
Saturday, June 19. 

“Our conferences and discus- 
sions, held continuously 
since the following Monday 
morning, with the representa- 
tives of both sides, meeting sepa- 
rately, have thus far failed to 
produce a basis of adjustment, 
though the issues have been 
clarified. We feel that the pub- 
lic is entitled to a statement of 
the situation as we now see it, 
and of the terms upon which we 
think the struggle could be set- 
tled with fairness to both sides. 

Question At Stake. 

“The question at stake is no 
longer whether an oral agree- 
ment with the union should be 
put in writing, but whether any 
agreement at all should be made. 
All four companies have stated 
that however often they might 
meet with representatfVes of the 
union and whatever the number 
of men represented by the union, 
they would make no agreement 
with it, orally or in writing. All 
four have denied that they ever 
made any oral agreement with 
the union, and three of the four 
have stated that if an oral agree- 
ment: were to be made they 
would not object to putting it in 
writing. The sole question there- 
fore is whether an agreement 
should be reached. 

“The form of agreement pre- 
sented to the companies prior to 
the strike was identical with that 
signed by most of the other steel 
companies. It provides for no 
increase in wages or decrease in 
hours. On the contrary, wages 
and hours are to remain as they 
are during the life of the agree- 
ment, which runs to February 28, 
1938. While the companies 
state that they object to certain 
phrases in the agreement, it is 
clear from our discussions, as 
well as from the negotiations 
with the union prior to the strike, 
that the differences could be 
speedily settled in joint confer- 
ences, if there were any willing- 
ness to try to reach an agree- 
ment. 

Depends on Leadership. : 

“We have looked into the op- 
eration of some of the plants 
where the union has had a con- 
tract, including one particularly 
called to our attention by the 
employers. The responsible ex- 
ecutives inform us that, consid- 
ering the novelty of the arrange- 
ment in their plants and the in- 
experience of the men in union 
affairs, it is working reasonably 
well. The success depends large- 
ly upon the leadership in the par- 
ticular plant. 

“We appreciate the problems 
of management, but we think 
that the companies in refusing 
to make any agreement are tak- 
ing an unwise position. Nothing 
can be cleared today than that 
management and organized la- 
bor, when it really represents 
the wishes of the men, have got 
to learn how to live together, to 
reach agreements, and to abide 
by them when made. At the same 
time the extent of the union’s ac- 
tual membership, and its right to 
speak for the employes, has not 
conclusively been demonstrated. 
Under these circumstances we 
proposed to each company this 
settlement: 

“The making and signing of an 
agreement with the union, to be- 
come effective only if the un- 
ion wins an election; the calling 
off of the strike and the return 
of all the men to work; holding 
of a secret ballot election in the 
company’s plants by the National 
Labor Relations Board; the 
agreement to go into effect if the 
union wins, and to be torn up if 
the union loses. 

Companies Reject Proposal. — 

“The companies rejected this 
proposal. We believe that the 
union would accept it or some 
variation of it. 

“Under these terms of settle- 
ment both sides would yield 
something, but not more than we 
think they ought to yield. The

“We now publicly urge the

“We urge each company and 
the union either to accept the 
terms of settlement which we 
have proposed, or to work out 
other terms by mutual agreement 
in joint conference as speedily 
as possible. 

“We shall remain in_ session 
until we have definitely ascer- 
tained whether or not such a 
joint conference can be arranged. 

“We have been*pressed to in- 
quire into the circumstances sur- 
rounding the killing of some 12 
men and the wounding of many 
others, and to investigate the nu- 
merous reports of lawlessness, in- 
timidation, violations of civil lib- 
erties, and other acts which the 
members of this board and all 
other citizens rightfully condemn. 
But to investigate these matters 
with any thoroughness and fair- 
ness would require weeks, if not 
months, of time, and powers of 
subpoenia which we do not pos- 
sess. We were appointed to pro- 
mote a settlement and not to 
prosecute or apportion blame. 
We appeal to both sides to act 
with us accordingly.”

hundred years, and the terraced 
geen —, or 90 with white 

yellow aisies growing on 
bushes 10 feet in diameter. oes 
were blooming in profusion, and 
the fragrant flowers on the lemon 
trees vied for favor with the lusci- 
ous and enormous fruit hanging 
on the branches. 


After a two-hour boat trip from 
Naples the next day, the Blue 
Grotto on the Isle of Capri was 
reached at ebb tide. It was great 
fun to scramble into the little blue 
and white row boats manned by 


a bare-foot native who gave the 


signal when to lie flat on the bot- 
tom in order to enter the grotto. 
The water changed from Mediter- 
ranean blue to the most divine 
color of blue which looked as if 
lights were concealed in the bot- 
tom of the grotto to give a pecu- 
liar blue color and shimmering 
sheen to the water. A funicular 


railroad transported the group to 


the top of the Isle of Capri where 
luncheon was served beneath an 
arbor covered with purple wis- 
teria. Lemons and oranges hung 
from the trees planted on either 
side of the arbor and the waters 
of the blue Mediterranean were 
viewed in the distance. No cloud 
ever seems to mar the sky in Italy 
and life is lived in gracious and 
charming manner. 
Art Treasures Described. 

Florence, with it art galleries 
filled with priceless treasures, 
claimed its place in the affection. 
Raphael’s world-renowned “Ma- 
donna Granduca,” and “Madonna 
of the Chair,” hang in the Pitti 
gallery, and are placed at splen- 
did angles on the wall to save the 
art lover the worry of searching 
for the pictures. Miurillo’s ex- 
quisite “Madonna and Child” is 
displayed in the same way in this 
gallery. The “Birth of Venus,” 


painted by Botticelli, hangs in the 
Official gallery and portrays the 
nude and shapely Venus arising 
from a pale pink sea shell float- 
ing upon the water. Two angels 
scatter rose petals and a preétty 
woman dressed in white; embroid- 
ered in blue cornflowers, stands 
upon the shore holding a crim- 
son robe to hide Venus when she 
reaches land. 

Horse-drawn, red-wheeled vic- 
torias were more in evidence in 
Florence than anywhere else in 
Italy. Tinkling bells on the horses’ 
harness attracted the attention of 
pedestrians, and the elderly driver 
wore a tal] black hat. When the 
hotel porter blew a whistle for a 
victoria up pranced the horse 
drawing the ancient looking ve- 
hicle and the driver who looked 
as ancient as the victoria. A one- 
hour ride cost 75 cents for three 
people and it proved one of the 
pleasantest ways to see Florence 
because the driver knew all] the 
places to visit, and it was a lei- 
surely method of viewing the city 
and its points of interest. 

Venice, with its canals and gon- 
dolas, was reached at eventide, 
and it was a novel experience to 
ride in a gondola from the station 
to the hotel and to listen to the 
melodious voices of the gondoliers. 
The enormous blue-faced clock 
with its gilt numerals and signs 
of the zodiac, is encased in a 
white marble tower and stands on 
St. Mark Square in Venice. The 
bronze figures of two big men top 
the clock, and their arms move 
when they strike the gong to ring 
the time of day and night as they 
have done for centuries. They 
function one at a time so that the 
people of Venice hear the hour 
twice-tolled by the bronze men on 
the clock. Even the correct posi- 
tion of the moon in the heavens 
can be determined on the,face of 
the clock by the gilt ball which 
turns blue when the moon turns 
its light away from the earth. A 
band plays each evening in St. 
Mark Square for the thousands of 
people sitting at tables to have re- 
freshments, and for hosts of oth- 
ers standing in the middle of the 
square, St. Mark church is a mar- 
vel in glass mosaic work and 
stands at the head of the square, 
and the tameness of the pigeons is 
almost incredible. The Doges pal- 
ace houses lots of treasures in its 
big rooms, and the laces and em-

are embroidered with the = gold 
royal coat of arms and a large 
golden crown ornaments the top 
of the box. Magnificent gilt-fram- 
ed mirrors hang on the walls and 
telephones rest conveniently upon 
marble topped tables. 


At a cost of $20, eight persons 
can occupy a box at grand opera 
in Milan, and there are five tiers 
of boxes running all around the 
oval-shaped building. The arena 
seats are cheaper and hundreds 
can be seated in that section of 
La Scala. When the handsome 
crystal chandelier is lighted in the 
center of the house about 400 elec- 
tric bulbs go into play to add bril- 
liance to the scene. During the 
acts, rose-colored lights come into 
play and the crystal chandelier 
light is completely eliminated :but 
is turned on in all its glory at 
intermissions. La Scala is a pal- 
ace of beauty in itself and the best 
singers in Europe are heard in the 
operas presented each year. 


The cathedral in Milan has the 
famous hand-carved bronze doors 
and the lace-work carved in 
marble to intrigue the fancy. The 
marble statues on the exterior are 
done in a marvelous manner and 
the massive columns and beautiful 
stained glass windows within the 
church beggar description. One of 
the most amazing pieces of archi- 
tecture in Europe is the arcade 
in Milan, and is the most preten- 
tious of its kind to be found so 
far. It is one of the show places 
of which the Milanese is justly 
proud, and they sit by the thou- 
sands beneath its glass rotunda to 
sip wine and listen to the orches- 
tras play programs of tuneful mu- 
sic. The architect who planned 
the building was dissatisfied with 
his remarkable design and jump- 
ed from the roof the day the ar- 
cade was opened to the public. 

That famous fresco of the’ Last 
Supper, painted by the immortal 
Leonardo di Vinci, is fast fading 
from view and everything possi- 
ble is being done to protect it from 
decay. Had the artist left a paint- 
ing instead of a fresco to glorify 
his name, all would have been 
well with The Last Supper. Fresco 
work gives way little by little and 
the features of Jesus and John, 
the disciple, are scarcely discern- 
ible at the present time. Looking 
from the hotel window there are 
dozens of 10-story modernistic 
apartment houses that would do 
credit to New York or Chicago in- 
stead of to Milan. 

Luggage must be packed to 
catch an early train to leave Italy, 
one of the most interesting coun- 
tries on the continent. France lies 
just ahead and there is much to do 
and see there before sailing from a 
French port in June for the Unit- 
ed States, the youngest and the 
best country in all the round 
world.

' Any swim stroke will save your 

figure. The old breast-stroke may 
look antiquated, but it brings 
your figure right up to date by 
developing the chest and the pec- 
toral muscles. In fact, this style 
of swimming is one of the best 
correctives for shallow chest and 
poorly developed shoulders. This 
stroke can improve your figure 
even ,if you never go near the 
water. Stand before an open 
window, arms straight out in 
front of chest, shoulder level, 
backs of hands together. Now, 
Swim! Pull the arms back for- 
cibly, and circle around, down, 
and up again—all in rhythmic 
motion. At least 50 strokes for 
this. This exercise concentrates on 
_the pectoral muscles responsible 
for the position of the bust and 
on the triceps muscles which give 
firmness to the upper arm. 

The old sidestroke tugs at the 
bulges between the waist and 
wishbone. If you have a spare 
tire just about your waistline, you 
can swim it off with the side 
stroke.

NUTRITION AND THE FEET. 


“A few years ago, in an exten- 
sive survey of Los Angeles school 
children whose flat feet and bad 
posture did not respond to cor- 
rective physical education,” re- 
ports Edwin F. Patton, M. D., or- 
thopedic surgeon, in California 
and Western Medicine, January, 
1937, “I very quickly found the 


reason. Practically all of these 
children were malnourished, sub- 
vital and chronically fatigued. The 
money spent maintaining an ex- 
pensive school department could 
have been applied to much better 
purpose in giving these children 
good food, adequate vitamins, rest, 
sunshine and fresh air. Under 
such a regimen their arches and 
backs could not have shown less 
improvement, and I confidently 
believe would have shown a great 
deal more.” 

What’s this? A shortage of sun- 
shine and fresh air in the sunshine 
and fresh air headquarters of the 
country? No, it isn’t that. The 
trouble is that northerners and 
easterners who migrate to the 
southwest take along all their 
queer prejudices and _ delusions 
concerning air and sunshine and 
so the young ones suffer from de- 
privation of the very _ blessings 
their parents purported to seex 
in the golden west. 

Dr. Patton says it is a fallacy to 
think that flat-foot can be cor- 
rected by exercises. He observes. 
with much logic, that exercising 
the inverters of the foot 10 or 15 
minutes a day can have but lit- 
tle, if any, influence on _ what 
these muscles will do during the 
12 hours, more or less, they must 
work in weight-bearing. [Ef these 


‘muscles are atonic, weak, the or- 
|thopedist maintains, it is usually 
because the entire muscular sys- 
tem is atonic, weak, as a result 


of one of the general conditions 
already mentioned—that is, nutri- 
tional deficiency, chronic fatigue, 
anemia. 

Weak feet, weak ankles, pro- 
nated feet, whether the child or 
young adult complains of tired or 
aching feet or “growing pains” or 
“rheumatism” in legs, knees or 
hips or back, or whether the func- 
tional weakness develops even- 
tually into organic flatfoot or not, 
probably spells masked, or unrec- 
ognized rickets in most cases. More 
sunshine on naked skin, or ultra- 
violet from artificial source if sun- 
shine can’t penetrate the shell of 
prejudice and ignorance that robs 
too many of its benefits, or more 
vitamin D in one form or another 
to supplement the never adequate 
supply of this vitamin in the nat- 
ural food of man, is the best pre- 
ventive and cure for this defect, 
in my opinion. 

Many good chiropodists (podia- 
trists) in various parts of the 
country appear to share the view 
of Michael V. Simko, M.Cp., of 
Bridgeport, who tells me he be- 
lieves 50 per cent of pronated, 
weak-foot cases in children ex- 
amined by him may be due to vit- 
amin deficiency. He found 20 per 
cent of the children in upper 
grades of a school in a factory dis- 
trict where slum clearance awaits 
federal approval had _ pronated 


feet, and lack of sunshine, as well 


as lack of knowledge of the im- 
portance of vitamins in the daily 
diet, is obvious in that district.

How Endocrine 


Ailintan Tells Health lastitede..: 


Glands Rule Life’ 


‘Pinch of Thyroid Is Difference Between Normal Men. 
tality and Idiocy,” Dr. J. K. Fancher Declares 
at Athens Conference. 


ATHENS, Ga., June 24.—(#)— 
Dr. J. K. Fancher, of Atlanta, told 
the University of Georgia Public 
Health Institute today that “a 
pinch of thyroid is the difference 
between normal mentality and 
idiocy.” 

Speaking on “endocrine disturb- 
ances” he declared: 

“Your teeth, yuor hair, or lack 
of it, your skin, your facial expres- 
sion, your behavior emotions, your 
health—are dependent upon the 
proper functioning of these small 
organs known as the endocrine 
glands.” 

He listed them as the thyroids, 
parathyroids, pineal, pituitary, 
thymus, pancrease, duodenum, ad- 
renals, and sex glands. 

“A pinch of thyroid is‘the dif- 
ference between normal mentality 
and idiocy, and pinch of pituitary 
is the difference between a dwarf 
and a giant.” 

Mothers and Diet. 

Dr. A, L, Van Horn, medical con- 
sultant of the Children’s Bureau, 
United States Department of La- 
bor, said dietary inadequacies are 
common among expectant moth- 


He advised the following diet: 
One quart of milk, a variety of 


fruit and vegetables, whole grain< — 
ed cereals and breads, one egg, © 
codliver oil or some other form of 
vitamin D, and added that they 
should be under the constant su~ 
pervision of a physician. 

Dr. Phillip Mulherin, of Augusta, 
told doctors attending the Univer- 
sity of Georgia public health in- 
stitute today “for an infant, meals 
should be the most casual pro- 
cedure of the day.” 

Institute Closes. 

Addressing a closing session of 
the institute, he said parents use 
“too much begging, bribing, ca- 
joling or threatening at meal 
times” trying to make their chil- 
dren eat. 

He declared “there is within us 
an inherent biological urge toward 
the ingestion of food that, if given 
the proper opportunity for selec- 
tion and unhampered by psychic 
association, will perhaps do better 
for itself than all the caloric or 
vitamin figuring that science can 
offer.” 

H. P. Stuckey, of the Georgia 
Experiment Station near Griffin, 
said there is a drop in living and 
nutrition standards after a de- 
crease in crop yields. He spoke 
on the relation of the state’s natu~ 
ral resources to health conditions,

mother of a “New Redeemer” was 
attacked today by Mrs. Agnes 
Gardner,’ silver-haired “Mary 
Magdalene” of Father Divine’s 
west coast followers. 


Mrs. Gardner, together with 
John Wuest Hunt and two other 
followers of the Harlem negro, 
are on trial in federal court ac- 
cused of bringing the 17<year-old 
school girl from Denver to Bev- 
erly Hills for immoral purposes. 


Miss Jewett yesterday testified 
that Hunt, self-styled “revelator,” 
had been intimate with her on 
several occasions after telling her 
she was to become a modern 
“Virgin Mary” and mother of the 
“New Redeemer” by immaculate 
conception. 

Mrs. Gardner, testifying in her 
own defense, said she had no 
knowledge of illicit relations be- 
tween Hunt and the girl, and that 
she heard no conversation en 
route to California about Miss 
Jewett “having a child,” nor any 
mention of immaculate concep- 
tion. 

‘Did you ever see Miss Jewett 
in Hunt’s bedroom?” asked de- 
fense counsel. 

“No,” replied Mrs. Gardner. 

She explained she was a secre- 


tary to Hunt and went into the 
Father Divine movement three 
years ago. 


When a prosecutor asked her if 
she considered Father Divine to 
be her “God,” she hesitated and 
then said: 


“IT won’t answer that yes or no.” 

Both Mrs. Gardner and _ the 
other woman defendant, Mrs, 
Elizabeth “Peaceful Martha” Pet-~ 
ers, are grey-haired.
